A job . strictly definied. is work perform ed 
for pay in pursuance of an organized enter­ 
prise. The governm ent provides job s, for ex­ 
ample. when it handles its routine duties. 
But the governm tnt is not providing a job 
when it gives a soldier a stick with a nail 
in the end of it and orders him to pick up 
waste paper It was not providing job s when 
it gave citizens rakes and shovels and toid 
them tc go through the m otions of work 
relief 
Most of the job s in this country are m ade 
b y private enterprise. All the job s that add 
wealth and produce tax revenue must b e 
provided 
b y 
private 
enterprise. Therefore, 
the on’y wav the governm ent can really pro­ 
vide job s is to do everything in its power to 
encourage private enterprise. 
That is S ecretary Hodges' job . It is grow­
